Colonel Law rence E. McGee, com ­ 
m anding officer of National Guards­ 
m en who took charg e of the city 
Saturday nig ht under Gov ernor Dan 
M oody’s martial law proclamation, 
said he would leav e nothing undone 
to “ g et at the bottom ” of the occur- 
rence.s. 
Sixteen m en w ere held aw aiting 
L'ction of 
this 
court. 
Fourteen of 
the prisoners also were charg ed by 
federal officers with v iolation of the 
prohibition law's. 
Sherm an today w as beg inning to 
resum e its normal activ ities. 
Guardsmen, howev er, 
still 
were 
stationed at the corners of the court 
house 
square 
with 
m achine 
g uns 
and were patrolling the streets of 
the town. 
Quiet prev ailed in the city all day 
Sunday, the troopers’ g reatest dif- 
ticulty being in directing the traffic 
of sw arm ing thousands of Sunday 
m otorists drawn by curiosity to see 
the 
ruined 
court 
house 
arid 
the 
neg ro residence district stormed by 
the mob. 
Most of Sherm an’s neg ro popula­ 
tion of 1,500 to 2,000 w as back at 
home aiter hav ing fled at the in­ 
ception of the mob action. Officers 
were

protecting their liv es and property.

about 5 p. m. yesterday w'hile fly­ 
ing to escape an electrical and hail 
storm.

crash,

planned course down the American 
Pacific coasts to Chile and across 
the Arg entine a distance of 6.000 
miles, they had trav eled about 1,000 
miles. 
They left Cerro Loco iCrazy

twelv e hours before the disaster. 


Boats from Porto Limon recov er­ 
ed the bodies of the two men, that 
of Colonel Sidar being dashed into 
frag ments.

Their prog ress w’as reported occa­ 
sionally throug hout Sunday. 
At about 4 p. ra. the plane passed 
ov er Porto Limon flying south along 
the coast. 
A few m inutes later as 
the skies W’ere darkening with an 
approaching storm, they appeared, 
apparently making for 
the town to 
land. 
As the first drops of rain 
fell 
the 
plane 
w'obbled 
and 
w’as 
seen to fall into the sea. 
Cause of the accident w'as unde­ 
termined, but it W'as believ ed to the 
unusual weig ht of the plane tog eth­ 
er with hazardous atmospheric con­ 
ditions brought on by the approach­ 
ing storm caused the crash.

Many theni are who ciu estion the ju st­ 
ness of the rou gh deal the au to transpor­ 
tation is giving the railroads. 
• Of cou rse this is a free cou ntry and 
ifeople have a right to ride and to ship 
their merchandise as they see fit. 
; If all the conditions governing the two 
modes of transportation were on a parity 
there wou ld be no qu estion of the pre- 
i>riety of the general pu blic u sing either 
the au to lines or the railway lines. 
” Bu t conditions are not at all similar. 
Z The railway s bu ild their own roads at 
enormou s expense, maintain them at a tre­ 
mendou s cost and pay a large per cent of 
the taxes of the cou ntry . 
The au to lines 
u ^e the highway s which have been bu ilt 
by the tax pay ers and are maintained by 
the tax pay ers, the au to lines pay ing a 
license and a comparatively small tax. 
, It is argu ed by the railway s that the 
redu ced bu siness is cau sing them to con- 
Ikiu ally cu t their station forces and other 
elnploy es and that the bu siness of the 
alito lines does not tend to bu ild u p or 
create jobs for those the railway s have 
to “let ou t.” 
In Sedalia it is said the two 
shop sy stems are feeling the force of this

Ou t go Rey nard the Fox and the 
Santa Clau s, Red Riding Hood and Briar 
Rose, or they are to reappear in proper 
economic and civic attire, to teach les­ 
sons of practical u se in later life. 
If this pronou ncement is taken u p by 
the seriou s mind and embalmed in an­

STATE PARKS 


Ohio’s director of the Division of Con- 
serv'ation, alarmed at the rapid disap­ 
pearance of forests 
and 
beau ty 
spots 
which charmed early settlers in the state, 
has brou ght abou t the establishment of a 
permanent park in a forest area located 
close to the geographical center of the 
state. 
A section of virgin forest forms the 
nu cleu s of this park. 
To it will be added 
other acres planted to oak trees and 
many varieties of evergreens. 
A small 
stream that meanders throu gh the region 
will be dammed to form two lakes. The 
smaller of these will be u sed for the 
propagation of game fish for restocking 
other streams and lakes in the state. 
The 
larger lake will be maintained for the 
pleasu re of the pu blic, with opportu nity 
for swimming and boating, with picnic 
and camping grou nds and many fascinat­ 
ing paths for hikers in the near-by woods. 
Every effort will be made to keep the 
tract as nearly as possible in its natu ral, 
wild state. 
It is encou raging to find this work going 
on in a district which was in danger of 
being completely swallowed u p by indu s­ 
trial civilization. 
Every state shou ld do 
something of the sort for its citizens while 
there is y et time, setting aside regions of 
natu ral beau ty or interest for permanent 
parks.

Altemier said that the two rob 
bers who Escaped also had

struck by bullets. 
The beer flat is at 3258 N. Clark 
street, just n orth of Belmon t av­ 
en ue. 
Altmeier, who specializes in 
extortion cases for the state’s at­ 
torn ey, w^as hid d en in the flat with 
four other officers. 
The robbers, posin g as police of­ 
ficers, were ad mitted to the fiat by 
Mrs. Havf s, who with a n iece was 
in the room with the police offi­ 
cers. The officers sud iien ly emerged 
from their hid in g place an d open ed 
fire on the robbers. On e of them 
d arted 
in to the 
bed room 
where 
Hayes w’as hid in g. Apparen tly thin k­ 
in g Hayes was an other officer, the 
robber shot him, an d then himself 
was shot as lie turn ed back. 
On e of the slain robbers was id en ­ 
tified by his fin gerprin ts as Harry 
White, 38, alleged killer an d robber, 
sought in con n ection with the kill­ 
in g of a victim d urin g a robbery 
last December. The other was id en 
tified by Mrs. Hayes as a man who 
formerly had worked for her hus­ 
ban d . He was d ischarged some time 
ago. 
Later police arrested John Slat­ 
tery an d Valen tin e Maguire, d escrib­ 
ed as pals of White.
